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PKEFACE. 



When the leaders of the English Reformation framed out of the ancient 
OflBce Books onr present services of Morning and Evening Prayer, they esta- 
blished the strongest possible claim on the gratitude of succeeding genera- 
tions. The proportions and interchanges of their several component parts, 
of prayer and praise, of Scripture readings and direct addresses to God, 
whether in psalm or hymn, in collect or versicle, are as beautiful as they 
are edifying. The more frequently and the more intelligently these services 
are used, the more they are found to satisfy the needs, and elevate the tone, 
of congregational worship. When their effect is heightened, as is intended 
throughout, by the accompaniment of music, it may thankfully be felt that 
no nobler offerings of common daily prayer rise up to God from any portion 
of Christendom. It was also the wisest course, and most agreeable to the 
practice of the early Church, to fix two hours of prayer only, as the ordi- 
nary rule of daily public devotion '. 

But the great work thus effected for the Church of England would have 
been obtained at an enormous sacrifice, if, in enjoining these Hours and 
services only, the intention had been to fix this as the maximum of oppor- 
tunities for united prayer, or prevent any further use being made of the 
ancient OflBce Books. In two material points the deepest injury would, in 
such case, have been inflicted on the devotional life of the people : — (1.) It 
would have excluded us from a great body of varied forms of prayer and 
adaptations of Scripture, of great beauty, and peculiarly appropriate to the 
changing seasons of the Christian year, — a principle thoroughly recognised, 
and partially adopted, in our established services, but which could be carried 
out only to a very small extent consistently with their simple design. (2.) 
It would have entirely cut off the members of the Church of England from 
the observance of those Hours which are more especially primitive, and 
which, traced up through the Holy Scriptures, connect the worship of the 
Church of Christ with that of the saints of the race of Israel. Our Morn- 
ing Prayer is composed mainly of selections from the ancient OflSces for 
Matins, Lauds, and Prime; our Evensong from those for Vespers and

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Compline. These were necessarily the most obvious sources from which to 
draw our Morning and Evening Prayers ; but there remain untouched the 
Offices for the third, the sixth, and the ninth hours, — seasons of devotion 
hallowed to the use of the Apostles and the primitive Christians by the long 
practice of their forefathers, and ever associated in the mind of the Church 
with the chief points of time marking the Crucifixion of her Lord**. 

Hammond, in his " Practical Catechism," thus traces the use of the Hours 
in Scriptural times : — " The examples of holy men in Scripture do add unto 
the number (of morning and evening prayer), some more, some less. David 
in one place specifies the addition of a third, ' At morning and at evening 
and at noonday will I pray, and that instantly,' i. e. in a set, solemn, intense, 
earnest address (Ps. Iv. 17) ; and so Daniel (ch. vi. 10) ; and this of noonday 
is the same with the sixth hour, which is a time of prayer, used by S. Peter. 
Others, again, observed the ninth hour, i. e. about three o'clock in the after- 
noon, as Peter and John, Acts iii. 1, which is there called an hour of prayer, 
(it seems commonly observed,) and by * going up to the Temple,' it is likely 
that public prayers were used at that time, (or if not, it is clear it was to 
pour out private devotions) ; and this, superadded to the former, is a fourth 
time. And there is little doubt but that the third hour, i. e. nine in the 
morning, was an hour of prayer also, as will appear by Acts ii. 1, compared 
with verse 15 ; and then that is a fifth time. And the evening prayer being 
answerable to the morning, and so used at six in the evening, as the other 
at six in the morning, the custom of godly men hath been to shut up the 
evening with a compline or prayer at nine of the night ; and so that is a sixth 
time. To which David seems to add a seventh, " Seven times a day do I 
praise Thee," (Ps. cxix. 164) ; where praising being the fourth part of prayer, 
may be a denotation of the whole duty ; although the truth is, the phrase 
' seven times' may possibly be taken not strictly to signify that number, 
but as a phrase or form of speech to denote frequency "" 

The way in which the Fathers speak of these hours of prayer proves at 
once their general observance and the value which was attached to it. 
"Who is it," says S.Jerome, "that knoweth not the ordinary hours of 
prayer to be the third, the sixth, and the ninth hours, with the morning and 
evening '^ ?" So likewise Tertullian : — '* The third, the sixth, and the ninth 
hours, as they are the most eminent parts of the day to distribute and dis- 
tinguish the public affairs of men, so have they been accounted the most

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solemn times of prayer and divine duties in the Churcli of God «." And so 
again S. Cyprian, partially toucMng also on the deeper grounds which conse- 
crated these hours to the hearts of the faithful : — " Our Lord and Saviour 
was exalted upon the Cross at the sixth hour of the day, and there tor- 
mented three long hours together : at the ninth hour He made perfect our 
redemption, and yielded up His own life to save ours. So mysterious were 
these times of prayer, which holy men of old have chosen for the exercise 
of their piety'." The Apostolical Constitutions enjoin the same hours, 
giving the same reasons for their observance. The earliest mention of 
these three Day Hours, as representing the practice of the second, or the 
beginning of the third, century, is found in Clement of Alexandria, (Strom, 
vii. 7. 40,) who speaks of them as fipas raicraj. 

To cut us off from fellowship vrith so long a line of saints, both of the 
old and the new covenants, was manifestly foreign to the avowed intention 
of the English Reformers. " It was not," as Bishop Mant well observes 
in his Introduction to his edition of the Common Prayer, " the design of 
our Reformers (nor indeed ought it to have been) to introduce a new form 
of worship into the Church, but to correct and amend the old one." The 
design of the Reformers in this, as in other matters, was without doubt to 
follow the example of the early Church, enjoining for the whole body of the 
people two seasons of daily prayer, and leaving the other hours for private 
and discretionary use. Nor are we left to conjecture on this point. Our 
Book of Common Prayer was finally settled in the first year of Elizabeth. 
In the following year, a.d. 1559, was published under the same authority, 
the Primer, a book of private devotions, containing Offices for the seven 
canonical Hours, under the titles of " Matins, Lauds, Prime, the third hour, 
the sixth hour, the ninth hour, the Evensong and Compline." The structure 
of these Offices closely resembled that of the Breviaries ; in some cases the 
very same Psalms, portions of Scripture, and versicles being used. Two 
other Primers were published later in the same reign, and in both the Offices 
for the Hours are included. Similar Offices were likewise published in 
Latin, in a work entitled, Orarium. It agreed with the Primer in its general 
form and substance, with certain variations in its details. Thus the same 
men who framed the public Offices for such of the canonical Hours as might 
conveniently be observed by persons engaged in the ordinary pursuits of 
life, supplied additional Offices for the other Hours, to be used according lo 
discretion by such as had more frequent opportunities of devotion. 
Since that day a succession of witnesses has preserved among us this

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element of spiritual life. Andrewes prefaces his private devotions with 
this rule, and Laud has left us the precious legacy of the very forms of 
prayer which he was wont to use at the several hours. The most im- 
portant work of the kind is that compiled by Bishop Cosin at the desire of 
Charles I. It is called " A Collection of Private Devotions in the Practice 
of the Ancient Church, called the 'Hours of Prayer.' " This work became 
very popular, and quickly passed through ten editions, the last of which was 
published in 1719. A century of dreary unbelief passed over the Church 
of England after the struggles which succeeded the reign of the Stuarts ; 
yet there were never wanting saintly men, themselves practising, and teach- 
ing others to practise, this ancient rule of Catholic piety. 

Dr. Hickes supplied a book of " Devotions in the Way of the Ancient 
Offices," which, though cumbrous in expression, was largely used, and 
passed through several editions'^. The unknown author of the "Whole 
Duty of Man" enumerates, besides morning and night, the "four other 
times every day, which are called the Hours of Prayer." Law, in his 
" Serious Call," mentions the third, sixth, and ninth hours, and the evening ; 
recommending also the constant use of the Psalms, which always formed 
the main body of the ancient Offices. The "New Manual" and Hele supply 
forms of prayer for noon and afternoon, in addition to those for morning and 
evening. Sherlock also, in his " Practical Christian," has included Offices 
for the seven hours, which he speaks of as having been " observed by the 
Church of God, both under the Law, called the Hours of the Temple, and 
under the Gospel, called the Canonical Hours." Sherlock's example is 
specially remarkable, because, unlike preceding devotional writers, who had 
recourse chiefly to Eastern Breviaries, he followed rather the old Sarum 
Office, adopting the same Psalms and hymns which had always been in use 
throughout the West. Sherlock's ,book connects this practice with the 
venerated name of Bishop Wilson, who, editing his uncle's work, antici- 
pates " the benefit that the reprint would be from the testimony of those 
who knew the advantage of observing the stated hours of prayer ^" 

Thus a chain of testimony of the highest authority connects our own 
generation with the Reformation period, and through that with the universal 
practice of Christendom, — a continuous light, which in the midst of a con- 
stant tendency to decay, as " the love of many waxed cold," has ever been

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rekindled afresh by a return to the fervour of the Church's earliest rules of 
prayer. Of late years the many different forms of devotions for the Hours, 
which have rapidly succeeded each other, prove how the same spirit has, 
through the mercy of God, been quickened and diffused in our own gene- 
ration. These later forms are too well known to need mention; but the 
writer is led by affectionate and reverent remembrance of one, now at- rest, 
whose friendship was a precious boon of his earlier years, to allude specially 
to one of these manuals, which, though very short, consisting only of the 
Lord's Prayer, a hymn, and two or three collects for each hour, yet was 
among the first that appeared of these later forms, and has done more 
perhaps than any other to recommend and promote frequent daily acts of 
communion with God. Arthur Acland's little work, " The Hours," is the 
publication to which allusion is here made. 

Ample authority then for the practice, and unmistakeable marks of an ex- 
tensive desire for aids in the observance, of such devotions, are to be found 
amongst us. To have supposed, indeed, that the Church of England dis- 
couraged the use of the Hours, would be simply to ignore its character as 
a true exponent of the Catholic religion. As Herbert Thomdike observed, 
— " To make the Reformation to consist in abolishing the law of regular 
hours of the day for prayer, is to make the E^formation consist in abolish- 
ing God's service *." 

The Offices in the present volume have been drawn up under the same 
idea which dictated the several works above alluded to. They are entirely 
one with them in aim and principle. They differ only in being more closely 
copied from the ancient service-books ; the chief object being to bring out 
as much as possible the fulness and beauty of the Scripture passages con- 
nected with the different days and seasons of the Christian year. The 
ancient Sarum Use has been followed, with such alterations and omissions as 
were necessary to adapt the Offices to the teaching of our Church. In all 
cases the Scripture lessons are given according to our authorized version, 
and the Psalms according to the English Psalter. All the forms of con- 
fession have been revised, and the Collects generally are taken from our own 
Prayer-book. The translations of the Hymns already published in the 
" Hymnal Noted," have been used, and where no translations were provided 
in that work, as occurred in ten cases only, the best substitutes that could 
be found have been selected from other sources. Where it was necessary 
to change an Antiphon, recourse has been had to the " Moral Concordances 
of S. Antony of Padua ^." It has also been the endeavour of the compiler

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to simplify the serrices as much as possible, all unnecessaTy and cumbrous 
rubrics being retrenched. To avoid frequent references from one page to 
another has been impossible, without either producing a volume of incon- 
venient bulk, or sacrificing one main object of the work, viz., the obtaining 
the variety requisite to mark the successive seasons and holydays of the Chris- 
tian year. Rules are given by which the principles of reference may with a 
little care be learnt, and which by use will, it is hoped, soon become familiar. 
The old Latin names, Prime, Terce, Sext, &c., Antiphon, &c., have been 
retained. They are long-established ecclesiastical terms, and there seems 
no sufficient reason for discontinuing them. Some of these names, more- 
over, have no corresponding term in our language. Such is the case with 
the word Antiphon. Anthem, though derived from it, has acquired a fixed 
meaning entirely diflTerent from its original. The word Text implies nothing 
of the distinctive signification of Antiphon. An Antiphon is a verse, or 
part of a verse, selected as a kind of key-note, to bring prominently out the 
idea intended to be specially marked in the Psalm or Psalms appointed to 
be used. The word is retained, therefore, on the same principle that the 
term Vigil remains in use. The same may be said of the terms, Lauds, 
Prime, Compline. There are no English words to express them. Such terms 
acquire, and are likely to retain, their established hold on our religious 
phraseology, just as the Latin forms, Te Deum, Nunc Dimittis, Magnificat, 
continue in use as the more frequent appellations of the Canticles, or as 
"Matins," one of the ancient names of the Hours, still remains as the 
authorized term of our Common Prayer-book. Hickes, defending the 
use of these terms to which some in his day had objected, observes of the 
objectors, that "how knowing soever they may be in some things, it is 
plain they have not been conversant in books of devotion, but are ignorant 
of the proper terms of Divine Offices. The first of them (Mattins)," he 
goes on to say, alluding to the terms he had used to denominate his own 
Hours, " is still used by the Church of England ; the second (Vespers), I 
hope is a very harmless word, and needs no apology ; the third (Lauds), was 
commonly used in our English books of devotion long after the Reformation ; 
and as for the last, which, perhaps, may sound like popery in these nice 
gentlemen's ears, I hope they will no longer be offended with it, when I 
have told them that Compline is a technical word of the Latin Church, 
formed from the Latin word complenda, which, with completa and completo- 
rium, signifies the concluding or last office in every day's devotion, Quod 
eoetera Officia Bivina complet, et elaudit. Thus much out of charity to those 
gentlemen who except against these terms, and this book, because they are 
used in it. Li truth, they put me in mind of a certain person who, not 
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understanding heraldry, and hearing a prince's coat of armour blazoned 
by planets, said, * It was blasphemy to say, that any man beareth Sol,' &c- 
These gentlemen seem to understand the ancient terras of devotion as much 
as this did those of heraldry ; and for the same reason, as I call their fancy, 
for which they except against these innocent words, they may except against 
Eucharist, Baptism, Liturgy, Font, Bishop, Priest, Deacon, Parish, Preacher, 
Idolatry, Sacrament, Communion, or any other ecclesiastical words or 
phrases which we have derived from the Latin Church ^" 

A more serious reason might be urged against lightly abandoning such 
old ecclesiastical terms in cases where any principle is concerned. When 
names indifferent in themselves are purposely avoided, the things signified 
by them are supposed to be more or less condemned, and to the popular 
mind the disuse becomes the groundwork of a most convincing argument. 
That such danger is to be apprehended in this present case can hardly be 
doubted; and to give the least semblance to the idea that the primitive 
Hours of prayer are not a legitimate portion of the inheritance to which we 
of the Church of England have an equal claim with the rest of Catholic 
Christendom, is, so far as it goes, to surrender our character of Catholicity, 
and gratuitously to give a handle for attack of which our opponents are 
not seldom apt to take unfair advantage. 

The petition for the rest and consummation of the bliss of those who have 
died with the seal of faith and sleep in Christ, which are found in all the 
primitive Offices, are here retained in the same simple form. ** Requiem 
ajtemam dona ei, Domine ; et lux perpetua luceat ei !" is the beautiful 
and touching expression of desire for one gone before in trust in the love 
of Christ, which, ere the errors of a later day had sprung up, was breathed 
continually from the lips of those who lived in the perpetual consciousness 
of the Communion of saints. Such yearnings of natural piety have been 
uttered in all ages of the Christian Church, as they were in yet older times 
during the earlier covenant, and though included but indirectly in our own 
public services "», yet they have found a constant place in the private devo- 
tions of those members of our Church to whom we have ever been wont to 
look for guidance in the things of Grod. Thus Bishop Andrewes, in his De-

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votions for Friday,' leads us to say, "Let us pray for the souls of all ortho- 
dox Christians ° ;" and Bishop Wilson was wont regularly to offer, imme- 
diately after the Prayer of Consecration in the service of Holy Communion, 
the following petition, — *' And together with us, remember, God, for good, 
the whole mystical Body of Thy Son, whether on earth or in paradise ; that 
such as are yet alive may finish their course with joy, and that such as are 
dead in the Lord may rest in hope and rise in glory, for the Lord's sake, 
whose death we now commemorate «." 

It is scarcely necessary to add, that such a petition, implying manifestly 
a belief that the faithful departed are in the bosom of their Lord in paradise, 
can have no connection with the doctrine of purgatory prevailing in the 
West, but rather is a witness against it, as is so constantly urged by our 
great divines. Such a petition embraces at once the Scriptural truth that 
the dead in Christ have already entered into rest, while yet it gives utter- 
ance to the natural longings which all devout Christians must feel for the 
continued and consummated bliss of those who are of one body and one 
hope with themselves. 

The Psalms have in all ages been the great storehouse out of which the 
Church has drawn the language of her devotions, and they form the main 
body of these Offices. *'The Book of Psalms," says Hooker p, "doth of 
purpose set forth and celebrate all the considerations and operations which 
belong to God ; it magnifieth the holy meditations and actions of divine 
men ; it is of things heavenly an universal declaration, working in them 
whose hearts God inspireth with the due consideration thereof an habit 
and disposition of mind whereby they are made fit vessels both for the 
receipt and for delivery of whatsoever spiritual perfection. What is there 
necessary for man to know which the Psalms are not able to teach ? 
They are to beginners an easy and familiar introduction, a mighty augmen- 
tation of all virtue and knowledge in such as are entered before, a strong 
confirmation to the most perfect among others. Heroical magnanimity, ex- 
quisite justice, grave moderation, exact wisdom, repentance unfeigned, un- 
wearied patience, the mysteries of God, the sufferings of Christ, the terrors 
of wrath, the comforts of grace, the works of Providence over tliis world, 
and the promised joys of that world which is to come, all good necessarily 
to be either known, or done, or had, this one celestial fountain yieldeth. 
Let there be any grief or disease incident unto the soul of man, any wound 
or sickness named, for which there is not in this treasure-house a present

comfortable remedy at all times ready to be found. Hereof it is that we 
covet to make the Psalms especially familiar unto all. This is the very 
cause why we iterate the Psalms oftener than any other part of Scripture 
besides." And a late writer says% "The Psalms are the inheritance both of 
the Israelitish and of the Christian Church ; and they descend from the one 
to the other unchanged, and not needing any change. The Law of Moses 
required the Gospel to make it complete ; the proclamations and warnings 
of the Prophets are imperfect without the teachings and the revelations of 
' the Apostles ; the Old Testament without the New is but a part of the 
whole counsel of God respecting man ; but the Psalms alone seem to need 
nothing to complete them, or to make them perfect. They are the response 
to all the rest of Holy Scripture ; as if the Holy Spirit, by giving to us the 
other portions of the Bible, had bid us know that thm and thus hath God 
spoken to man, and by giving us the Book of Psalms had taught us that 
thiM and tkiis must man reply to Grod." ''Man's needs, and sins, and 
troubles are the same in all ages ; God's love, and holiness, and mercy are 
the same in all ages ; and so the Church now, and each soul within the 
Church, can unite in the very same cry of prayer, or voice of praise, not 
only with * the glorious company of the Apostles,' but with * the goodly 
fellowship of Prophets ' too." 

The writer of these remarks has himself had no share in drawing up these 
Offices, but he desires to bear witness to the care with which they have been 
compiled, and the deferential regard paid to the judgment of the Church of 
England in any question of doubt on which her mind has been expressed. 
They have been framed and are now put forth with the same earnest desire 
which Bishop Cosin expressed in publishing his book of Devotions for the 
Hours, not " for the countenancing of their novelties that put any trust in 
the bare recital only of a few prayers, or place any virtue in the bead-roll, 
or a certain number of them at such and such set hours, but for the 
hearty imitation of that ancient and Christian piety, to which the distinc- 
tion of Hours was but an orderly and useful, no superstitious or wanton, 
performance of their duties. And surely," as he adds, " so small a part of 
our time taken up from other common actions, if not, perhaps, from doing 
ill, or doing nothing, and so small a task, though but voluntarily imposed 
upon ourselves for God's service, will never undo us, nor ever prove to be 
an abridgment of our Christian liberty, who say our delight is to be num- 
bered with the saints of old, and profess every day that God's service is 
perfect freedom '."

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It majr be necessaiy^ in condasion, to guard against any possible mis- 
construction as to tbe supposed use of tbe Hours. They are not put fortb 
as a general rule practicable always even for tbe more devout. There is no 
point of religion in which more discretion needs to be left, to suit the in- 
finitely varying circumstances and opportunities of different persons, than 
in the times and forms of prayer. No one in such a case should put a 
stumbling-block or occasion of scruple in his brother's way. Every one 
is bound to follow such rules of prayer as are compatible with his state,^ 
and best calculated to advance his salvation ; but there is no limit to the 
varieties of individual practice, and every one should follow the rule ap- 
plicable to himself, as unto Him Who seeth in secret. One who is able to 
use more frequent occasions of devotion, should not despise him that useth 
less ; nor one who is able only to use the fewer occasions, judge him who 
uses more ; but each with discretion, charity, and humility offering himself 
and his best service to his Lord. To far the greater number even of religious 
persons the use of all the Hours must practically be impossible. Some, 
however, who are quite unable to keep the whole cycle, may yet select one 
or more of these special seasons of prayer ; or the rule imay be kept at one 
time, though impracticable at another. Or, again, it may be possible to use 
a brief form, such as is recommended in a publication already alluded to, the 
Lord's Prayer, a hymn, and one or two collects, when a longer Office could 
not be attempted. Or even a mere aspiration may mark the Hour, in case 
of great pressure on the time or thoughts. But there are scattered here 
and there, now as in former days, in the religious homes of our land, and 
we may trust, through God's mercy, in increasing numbers, those who in 
secret are practising this old traditionary order of Catholic piety. To such 
persons these Offices may be found an additional help and a fresh stimulus ; 
and they may become a new bond of most precious fellowship with saints, 
not merely of our own, but of all past generations, who have in succession 
followed each other in their passage onward towards their common home in 
the mansions of their Father. To the religious communities which God has 
mercifully raised up amongst us of late years for works of mercy and the 
cultivation of piety in our Church, such a publication as this may be ex- 
pected to be especially valuable ; for the lives of their members, being of 
necessity ordered by fixed rule, beyond what is compatible with domestic 
duties and engagements, and whoUy devoted to one special end, and so less 
liable to interruption, admit of more frequent and more settled seasons of 
united prayer and praise, which at once sustain and sanctify each day's 
course of service. 

To those to whom in their special circumstances it is given to follow the 
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full nse of the Hoars, it most be a cause of thankfulness and consolation, — 
which many to whom such privil^e is denied long to enjoy, — ^to feel, that 
they are thus fulfilling David's high aim, of praising God " seven times a 
day;" that if "the just man falleth seven times a day," they are offering a 
sevenfold confession of sin ; that they are Ming up the full measure of the 
Lord's Prayer, which is composed of seven petitions ; that in the sacred 
language of Israel, seven means ''perfect," and so in seven days the work 
of creation was perfected ; and so, too, the new creation growing out of the 
Incarnation and bloody Passion of Jesus Christ is perfected by the seven- 
fold gifts of the Holy Ghost. On the other hand, they who are precluded 
by circumstances or constraining duties from following such a rule of devo- 
tion, may be comforted in the thought, that through the grace of God it is 
given to those who seek to live in a spirit of prayer, and to offer all their 
acts of obedience as a living sacrifice, to be accepted as " praying always," 
and '^ without ceasing ;" and that, when the mind is so absorbed in care or 
earnest service, that a conscious offering of their work to Grod at all times 
is scarcely compatible with present infirmity, even then they may be sus- 
tained in the conviction, that there are cases where ''to obey is better 
than sacrifice, and to hearken than the fat of rams'."

of these win find itsi own. place in the Psalter. 

B. The Psalteb,. consisting of the Seven Hours of Prayer, viz., Lands, 
Prim^ Terce, Sext, None,- Reapers, and Gomplinei may he said to he a 
frsMnewort prepared to reoeiye the dianging treasures of the Proper 
Sernoes. 

C. The Ooichok ani> Pbofsr SSHyicE for Holt-Dats comprehends 
the variations of the service for those immovable Festivals whereon are 
commemorated the Saints of God. 

The Service of Lauds begins with the Livocation of the Holy Trinity, 
and the Lord's Prayer, followed by a Verse (or ^.), with its Response 
((NT I^.) : this y. and ^. vary according to the Sunday, Season, or Holy- 
Day ; and afterwards is said the ^, Ood^ make speedy Sc., with the I^. 
O Lord, make haaie^ <bc4 Then foUows Ohry be to the Father, tjhe., with its 
I^. ; after which is said AHelma — ^for which, however, from Septuagesima till 
Easter is substituted^ 

Praise to Thee, O Lord, loesin^, 

Qfffloiy ike Eternal King, 

Five Psalms, or combinations of Psalms, or Canticles, are always said at 
Lauds, partly varied on each day^ of the week, and Holy-Days ; the last 
group being invariably Ps. cxlviii., cxlix., cl., which indeed confer upon the 
Service its name of *• Lauds," or "Praise." Each Psahn, or group, is fol- 
lowed by an " Autiphon," the first words of which are always said before 
the Psalm, or Canticle, to which it belongs. Then foll^^^ \X«k *^ $:!\isc^\KtV 
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to which is made the " Response," TAanks be to God. The Chapter varies 
according to the Sunday, Season, or Holy-Day. The " Hymn," which suc- 
ceeds, is varied according to the day of the week, or Holy-Day, during the 
weeks after Epiphany, but at other times by the Season or Holy-Day. A 
y, and ^. are attached to the Hymn at Lauds, so that when a Hymn is 
ordered to be said, the ^, and ^. belonging to it are always included in 
such order. [It should be observed, that from Maundy Thursday to Low- 
Sunday no Hymn is said.] BenedictuSy the Song of Zachariah, which 
Christians have always delighted to apply to the Incarnation of their Lord, 
and the Bedemption of His people, is then said with its Aiitiphon, which 
during Epiphany and Trinity will be found in its place in the " Psalter" on 
each day of the week ; at other times, and on Sundays and Eeast-days, in the 
"Proper Services." The Antiphon for an Immovable Feast (except those 
immediately following Christmas-Day) will be found in the Proper Service 
for Holy-Days. It should be observed that, on all days which have a 
Collect, Epistle and Gospel, in the Book of Common Prayer, the whole 
of the Antiphon is said before as well as after BenedicttLS. On Sundays 
and Holy-Days the Collect here follows immediately, but on week-days the 
" Week-day Prayers" are inserted before it. Certain " Memorials" (consist- 
ing of an Antiphon, ^, and ^., and Collect) are then said, usually three in 
number, but at various seasons, and when one Festival clashes with another, 
or with a Sunday, additions are sometimes made. The Service concludes 
with a short form of intercession ** for the peace of the Church." 

Pbime begins with the Invocation of the Holy Trinity and the Lord's 
Prayer, followed by God, make speedy c^c, as at Lauds. [In the same 
manner are begun Terce, Sext, None, and Vespers.] Prime then proceeds, 
except from Maundy Thursday to Low-Sunday, with the Hymn, Jam lucis 
orto eidere; the Doxology, or last verse, being varied at certain seasons and 
feasts. After the first words of the Antiphon, which varies with the Sun- 
day, Season, or Holy-Day, the fifty-fourth Psalm, Deus in nomine, is said, 
followed (except on Saturdays) by a Psalm which varies on each day of the 
week ; to this is added the first thirty-two verses of Ps. cxix., Beati imma- 
ctUati, and on Sundays the Creed of St. Athanasius also. The Chapter, 
varied on Sundays and Holy-Days, is completed by a Response, in which, 
during some great Festivals, a slight change occurs. A few Prayers con- 
clude this Service on Sundays and Holy-Days, but on week-days a longer 
form is used, containing a short Confession, &c., (and in Lent the fifty-first 
Psalm, Miserere,) and the Service ends with the customary commemoration 
of the dead in Christ. 
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Tesce, Skxt, and Nqhs begin as does Prime (vide anU). Each has its 
own Hymn, the Doxology bdng YadaUe. In each forty-eight verses of 
Ps. cziz. are said, with an Antipboo, varied with tiie Sunday, Season, or 
Holy-Day. Then follows a Chapter, completed by a Besponse : these also 
yary with the Antiphon to the Psalm. These tluree Services end as does 
that of Lands, with the Collect for the week, preceded on week-days by the 
week-day Prayers. It should be remarked, however, that neither Memorials, 
nor the form for the Peace of the Ohnreh, are said at Prime, Teroe, Sext, 
or None. 

Yespebs. — ^This Service is the counterpart of Lauds, like which, it has 
its Pive Psalms, Chapter, and Hymn ; Magnificat being made to answer to 
Benedietus. It is to be observed, that all Sundays and Feast-days, except 
those of St. Stephen, St. John, and Holy Innocents, have two Vespers, 
those of the day next before being reckoned as of the Feast. Vespers begin 
as do Prime, &c. ; but after the Alleluia proceed with the first words of the 
Antiphon to the first of the Five Psalms. Each Psahn has its own Anti- 
phon, except on certain Feast-days and Sundays, when all the Psahns are 
said under one Antiphon. Then is said the Chapter, which is varied accord- 
ing to the Season or Festival, and is completed by the Response, Thanhs 
be to God, for which, at certain Festivals and Seasons, a special Besponse 
is substituted : these will be found in the Proper Services. The Hymn is 
then said, followed by its f. and ^., and Magnificat, with its Antiphon, 
which, together with the Hymn, is found during Epiphany and Trinity in 
the Psalter ; at other Seasons, and on Festivals, in the Proper Services. It 
should be observed, that on all days which have a Collect, Epistle and 
Grospel, in the Book of Common Prayer, the whole of the Antiphon is said 
before as well as after Magnificat, at the Second Vespers, and also at the 
First Vespers of Christmas-Day, the Circumcision, the Epiphany, the 
Purification, the Annunciation, Easter-Day, Ascension-Day, Whitsun-Day, 
Trinity Sunday, and All Saints. On Sundays and Holy-Days the Collect 
here follows immediately, but on week-days the week-day Prayers are in- 
serted before it. Certain Memorials are then said, usually three in number, 
but additions are sometimes made. 

Compline begins with the invocation of the Holy Trinity, and proceeds 
with a ^. and 1^7., followed by Ood, make speed, ^c, as at Lauds. Four 
Psahns are said at Compline under one Antiphon ; this latter varied accord- 
ing to the Season. " The Chapter, which follows, is never varied, but said 
without change throughout the year (except that it is omitted altogetlier 
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from Maundy Tirarsday to Low-'SiDiday), and is completed by the I^. 
Thanks be to God, for which k «abstitated, dxirmg Lent till Maundy 
Thursday, a special 1^. Then is said a Hymn, vinied according to the 
Seasons and Feasts, *and condnded by the f. and i^. Keep ine as the apple 
of an eye^ See. Nwm BimitbU follows, with its Antiphon, which on Feast- 
^ys is said before as well as after the Cantide ; the Antiphon varies 
with the Season, and on Feast-day^ Then are said the "Prayers," in- 
doding the form of Confession said at Lauds, and 6n w«^-days the 'fifty- 
first Psalm is inserted. The ''Prayers," and the Intercession for the Peace 
of the Church, which immediately follows, are, omitted on certain days and 
seasons. 

The Seven PsKiroBifTiAL Psaiois, one of which is said at each Hour in 
Lent, oom^ete the '' Psm/teb." 

Some latitude was frequently allowed as to the precise time at which 
these Sennces were said, but the original design was, that Lauds were to 
be said at daybreak ; followed biy Piumb, as its name implies, at the first 
hour, i. e. six o'clodc, a. m. ;; Tebce, at the third hour, or nine, a. m. ; Sext, 
at the sixth hour, or noon; None, at the ninth hour, i.e. three, p.m.; 
Vespeba, at six, p. m., and CoMFLorB at nightfall, or nine, p. m. Thus, 
acoofdnig to the example of the Psalmist of Israel, praising our Lord •seven 
times in the day, '* because of His righteous judgments."

For like as we are compelled by 
the Christian Verity: to acknow- 
ledge every Person by Himself to be 
GoD^and Lord ;

There be Three 
Gods, or three Loras. 

The Father is made of none, nei- 
ther created, nor begotten.

So there is One Father, not three 
Fathers ; One Son, not three sons :
